THE CONDITION OF TRADE, 


Review of Business for the Past Week— 


Failures, Etc. 

NEW YorK, March 7.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly 
review of trade says: 

The state of the trade has not materially altered 
durimg the past week, though the change of 
weather has produced much temporary improve- 
mentinthe same lines, and in other trades is 
rather less satisfactory than a week ago. The 
monetary situation is much mere satisfactory. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the cash actually 
held by the treasury is $3,200,000, more than last 
week, for rates on call here have declined from 5 
to 3'4 per cent, and foreign exchange has risen 
from 485), to 486!,. Interior money markets are 
generally steady, but, on the whole, rather more 
easy. The aspect of foreign traders dos not 
change, aS exports at New York still exceed those 
of last year a little, while imports have not of late 
shown an increase. 

The volume of demestic trade appears well sus 
tained. Inthe iron trade also the situation has 
not materially improved, and at Pittsburg prices 
are again lower. At Philadelphia mill irons are 
weaker but foundry is steady, and while stocks 
are not supposed to be larger, buying is light, and 
orders in sight are rapidly decreasing. In bar 
there is a little more inquiry, but prices of plates 
are shaded. The demand for sheet iron is unusu- 
ally good, and for nails a trifle better. The window 
glass trade is active, and a fourth advance in 
prices within three months has been ordered, but 
flint glass works at Pittsburg are curtailing pro- 
duction. 

THE STOCK MARKET 

has not changed any during the past week, in any 
material respect, the average of prices being sub- 
stantially the same, though there was a stronger 
tone Friday. The removal of. fears concerning 
possible exports of gold, the rapid rise of foreign 
exchange, ind.cations that purchases on foreign 
account now exceed the sales of securities, all 
tend to make absorption of money by the 
treasufy less observed. It may be added that the 
decrease in the activity of trade throughout the 
country. tends to release larger amounts of money 
than have been expected to return to this center 
at present. But with bank reserves, remarkably 
narrow-for the season, speculation for an advance 
in stocks is checked by fear of artificial sfring- 
ency in money, as itis naturally also by the ap- 
proach of the season of open navigation without 
Satisfactory settlements among the transporting 
lines.

THE RICE SUPPLY. 


The Report of Dan Talmage’s Sons—Advance 
in Prices. 

NEw Yorr, March 7.—[Special.]—Messrs. 
Dan Talmage’s Sons state that the count of 
rice in mills and warehouses Ist instant, to- 
gether with estimated receipts of rough, re- 
duced to cleaned, show forward supply: Car- 
olina, 70,000 barrels; last year, 60,000 barrels; 
Louisiana, 110,000 barrels; last year, 145,000 
barrels. The residue of crop is mainly fair to 
good grades, and in fine condition, thus guar- 
anteeing safe carriage during summer months. 
Some’200,000 bags of foreign were required last 
year in addition to the amount above set 
forth, and with equal demand imports will 
have to be made again this year. With crop 
short of usual requirements, and prices one- 
half cent per pound below cost of importing 
equal erkiled of foreign, the outlook favors 
marked appreciation of valnes in domestic as 
the season progresses.

BLOWN INTO THE AIR. 


EXPLOSION AT A FURNITURE FAC- 
TORY AT EVANSVILLE. 


THREE BOYS BURNED TO. DEATH. 


The Explosion Caused bya Lighted Lantern 
Igniting the Sawdust in the Room— 
A Premature Blast. 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 7.—A special from — 


Evansville; Ind., to the Sentinel says: An 
explosion occurred today in the shaving or 
dust room of the Armstrong furniture factory, 
which utterly wrecked it and then fire com- 
pleted the work. Three boys—Fred Sach, 
Willie Cheatham and George Crawford—were 
in the dust room eating their dinner and were 
burned to death. Their bodies were recovored 
jJater, but were burned beyond recognition. 
Charles Selby, the engineer, was blown twenty 
feet and hail both legs broken and his head 
badly crushed. .The explosion was caused by 
the flame of a lantern coming in contact with 
the powder-like dust. “The loss to the firm is 
not great and is covered by insurance. 
KILLED WHILE OUT BLASTING. 

Newark, N. J., March 7.—Two workmen 
were instantiy killed, and several others were 
wounded, by a premature explosiou at Eagle 
Rock quarry this morning.

THE LAKE SHORE ACCIDENT. 


Further Particulars of the Tcrrible Wreck— 
The Killed and Injured. 

BvuFFALO, March 7.—All Buffalo was horri- 
fied last night by news that a terrible disaster 
had occurred on the Lake Shore railway, near 
Bayview station, about nine miles from this 
city. All kinds of rumors were floating about, 
each one more appalling than. the last, and as 
is always true in-such cases, it was almost an 
impossibility to get any information from the 
railway pecple. 

The ill-fated train was No. 10, bound east- 
ward, and due here at 9:30 o’clock, p. m. It 
was made up of three baggage cars, four 
coaches and four sleepers. Some miles west of 
Hamburg the train parted between the last 
coach and the first sieeper, thus destroying the 
efliciency of the air brakes, as far as the back 
yart of the train was concerned, and placing 
it in an almost uncontrollable condition. It 
was a down-grade where this occurred, and 
the two parts of the flying express thundered 
onward with increasing speed, with its load of 
precious humanity, todeath and destruction. 

HE STOPPED THE TRAIN. 

The first section went along as usual until 
Conductor John E. Houghtaling discovered 
what had happened, and pulled the bell cord. 
It was probably just what most men would 
have done under the circumstances, but the 
act was attended with disastrous consequences. 
The section came toa stand still, and a mo- 
ment or two later the rear section crashed into 
it with awful force and velocity and the wreck 
was completed. 

Louis E. Teat, the sleeping car conductor, 
was the first in the back end of the train to no- 
tice that the couplihg had parted, and he in- 
stantly pulled the air brake cord only to find 
it had no effect. He ran to the other cars with 
the same result, and was justin the act of 
screwing up the hand brakes when the colli- 
eion occurred. The sections came together 
with such force that the forward sleeper, the 
“Salina,” telescoped the rear coach 
of the standing section, killing six people and 
injuring fifteen others. The cars were piled in 
all shapes on top of one another, while the 
‘Salina’’ was almost completely buried from 
sight, Those who escaped injury bravely set 
about helping those who were less fortunate. 
The screams and shrieks of many of those in 
the wreck were enough to make one’s blood 
run cojd. There were elveén persons in the 
‘‘Salina,’’ and one of them—J. Swayn, a 
colored porter—was hurled from the car a dis- 
tance of thirty-three feet. All the rest were 
more or less injured.

A BRIDE AMONG THE KILLED. 

AH the bodies, with the exception of that of 
Mrs. Bauches, the bride of a week, were taken 
to the morgue. Mrs. Bauches’s remains were 
taken to Brady & Drummond’s undertaking 
rooms. She was twenty-three years of age, 
and formerly lived at Rome, N. Y. She was 
married a week ago today. 

When the five bodies were taken to the 
morgue, those of the two men were unidenti- 
fied. It was soon learned, however, that one 
of them was that of John W. Flynn, of Can- 
ton, Ohio. Heleaves a mother at Canton, 
who was dependent on him for support. The 
body of the other man is believed, frommcards 
found in his kets, to be that of John T. 
Powers, Of Pittsburg, Mass., a traveling agent, 
most probably for D. M. Collins & Co., of that 
place, dealers in ladies’ knit goods. He hada 
ticket from Columbus, Ohio, to Rochester. Ai! 
the bodies were badly mangled. Those of Mr. 
and Mrs. Stewart will be sent home. Coroner 
Tucker will empanel a juryand hold a thorough 
inquest. 

THE INJURED.

The first arrival from the spot was 
Engineer Mooney, who had been in charge of 
the train. He — with him upon the 
engine J. E. Minnick, of 1,700 Fairmount ave- 
nue, Philadelphia, who was at once taken to 
the Fitch hospital and his right arm was am- 
putated.

NASHVILLE’S POPULATION 


More Than Doubled Within the Last Ten 
Years. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 7.—[Special.}— 
The new city directory, issued today, shows 
that the increase of population in the last ten 
years has been unprecedented, bejng over 100 
per cent. The number of names in the direc- 
tory for 4880 was 13,695. The numberof names 
in the directory for 1890 is 28,512, an increase 
of 14,815 in ten years. The population of Nash- 
ville in 1880 was 43,350, or about 3 1-5 for each 
name in'the directory. The same ratio applied 
to the present volume would give 90,288 as the 
present population. When to this added the 
thirty thousand taken in by annexation bills 
before the present legislature, the total will be 
about 120,000.

There is everywhere a great dread of having 
the power of government put m the hands of 
the less intelhigent part of the community, or 
in the hand#of men without the capacity to 
govern. The south has had a hard experience 
which makes them fear to have their local or 
state governments put into irresponsible 
hands. I do not think thatthisis any question 
between the races or shows any bitterness or 
hostility toward the negroes, but is rather a ce- 
sire that every community has to be well gov- 
erned, and to have political power in the 
hands of men of capacity and standing in the 
community. I was pleased to see everywhere 


| the steps that are being taken to educate ne- 


groes and to raise their standard of life. In 
Atlanta I saw school houses as good as any 
school houses in the north, and as thoroughly 
equipped, supported by the taxes of the 
whites, erected and used for negro children. 
“ Was told that _ great advances 
were being made in edueation by the 
negroes, and I believe they are making 
much progress in other respects. Everywhere 
they were spoken of as first-class laborers, and 
everywhere I saw them working faithfully 
and happily. I do not believe there is a south- 
ern comimunity, where neero labor is em- 
ployed, that would allow for a minute its col- 
ored population to go away if it could be pre- 
vented. I think industrial and commercial 
necéssity, together with education, will do 
inore than anything else to solve the race 
question. The south is amply able to take 
care of this question. and is amply able to 
solve it by itself. I think any interference by 
nationa] government will only aggravate the 
matter and hinder rather than help the solu- 
tion of the problem. The south is fully alive 
to the responsibilities that rests upon it and is 
anxious todeal fairly and honestly with the 
negro. Certainly everywhere the whites spoke 
well of him, and their relation towards the 
negro is kindly and beneficent.” '

Then the malicious sneak hédged a little, 
and sed of the dutv of forgiving enemies 
and treating them kindly when they acknowl- 
edged the! ir guilt. Apparently afraid that 
his professions of peace,and good will might 
have undue weight, he concluded by saying: 

Ihave heard the cry when 1 have elsewhere 
spoken, the old famyliar cry, “The war is over.” I 
answer back, “Truths are not over, principles are 
not gone.” They abide today as they were more 
than a quarter of a century ago. The rebellion 
was acrime—one of the crimes. of the ages-—-a 
crime in the way of which neither treasures nor 
tears. widows’ speechless gaze or orphans’ low call 
of woe were permitted for amement to stand. No 
lofty qua of mind, no saintly character shall 
obscure from me the fact that great powers were 
used to beat down and blot from the earth my 
country, and to take the life of my countrymen 
who were defending it. I will never honor the 
memory of such men,

The negroes.will not go to Africa, and the south 
wil not let them go. Already agents who are 
seeking toinduce negroes to emigrate to other 
states from North Carolina, and even South Caro- 
lina, are treated by employers as meddlesome eni- 
mies, and are having a hard time of it in conse- 
quence. The negroes are wanted were they are, 
and whatever may be the anxiety about the race 
question, its solution by depleting the labor mar- 
ket is vigorousiy resisted. 

The south will not get rid of its negro popula- 
tion either hy sending them to Africa or by en- 
eouraging their emigration to the north. South- 
érners want them to stay where they are, to be 
hewers of wood and drawers of water. And the 
negroes themselves want to stay. If they were 
disposed to leave, they would have done so long 
agoand escaped from the political discrimina- 
tion against them, of which they complain. 
When they do emigrate, it is almost wholly from 
the more northern to the more southern regions 
of the south, and to states where they are no bet- 
ter off politically. Besides, even if they were 
ready to accept deportation to Africa, there is no 
demand for them there. Africa has negroes 
enough already, and white nations are compe eting 
for the continent as a field for white immig1 ration 
and enterprise.

Passengers and train men on the incoming 
Georgia Pacitic train hada wonderfu] escape 
early yesterday morning.

and in going around the curve, rather slowed 


up to be in readiness for signals, in case any 
were displayed. 

Suddenly there was a jar and a shiver. and 
the engine lefi the track and plowed its wap 
into the ground, enveloped in a cloud of C8CA De 
ing steam. 

The tender mounted the engine, and the 
mail, baggage and express cars piled up on the 
tender, so that in less time than it takes te 
tell the story, the cars were piled np on each 
other in a heterogenous mass. 

Conductor Gregg was in the haggage-car 
making out his report, and the trunks w ere 

piled up all around and over him, but wonder. 
ful to relate, he was not hurt. 

Neither engineer or fireman left their posts, 
but passed through the entire ordeal safely. 

General Passenger Agent Hardwick w as on 
the train, and wasawakeat the time ofthe accie 
dent, and he says that the only explanation of 
the wonderful escape of trainmen and passene 
gers was due to the fact that the train was 
running slowly,-and the ground where the cole 
lission occurred is very level, so that when the 
engine stopped the platform was ona level 
with the surface. 

A train was sent out from the city and the 
passengers transferred. A wrecking crew was 
put to work at once, and trains No. 51 going 
out, and No. 50 coming in, were neither more 
than an hour late. 

The cause of the accident is not clear. It ig 
thought by some that the switch was left open 
by the East Tennessee freight train that had 
just passed, and by others that the switch wag 
turned, but was not entirely closed, causing 
the Georgia Pacitic engine to leave the track. 

At all events, an open switch was the cause 
of all the trouble, and the fact that -so little 
damage was done is little short of miraculous, 
The engine was not badly damaged, but the 
tender, baggage and express cars were alk 
badly smashed up. 

About two car lengths of track were torm 
up, Which was immediately repaired.

Card From Judge George Hillyer. 
ATLANTA, Ga., March 7, 1890.—Editors Constitn- 
From what I hear, the e'ection on the ques- 
tion of issuing bonds will doubtless be declared 
off for the present, on the grounds named in a 

which } published this afternoon. But I 
want you to indulge me in afew words more on 
the issues involved. 

Ihave been all my life consistently and con- 
fstantly opposed to state aid and city aid, and to 
creating debtjand bonds to enslave and dwarf the 
energies of the people. I made this present fight 
much against my will,and though it grieved me 
to thus oppose some good friends who were on the 
other side, but lhave so earnest a conviction on 
the subject that I could not suppress it. 

This agitation has done good—great good, be- 
cause it set the people to thinking. The city piled 
up a debt yezrs ago of over two million dollars. 
The men of that day were just as good as we are, 
it was the system that was wrong. But they made 
that debt for identically the same kind of pur- 

yoses, andon the same kind of argument as we 
ore been hstening to from Alr. Haas and others 
during the last few days, and the city, 
‘just like all others who make the 
same mistake, bas been a slave ever since to the 
debt thus created. We have paid out, in round 
numbers, on anaverage each year, for the last 
twenty vears, say one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars to meet the interest coupons; and we still 
owe the principal! The city has thus paid out in 
cash for interest on this abominable debt—that is 
a good name for it, abominable debt—$3.100,000.00, 
and as before said, we still owe the principal, say 
$2,200,000.00; makes, both together, $5,300,000.00 
that the debt stands usin hand, not counting in- 
terest upon “interest, which would add another 
million to the debt. Now, what have we got toshow 
for it. Leaving out the waterworks, I capitally 
doubt whether an asset yet remains that is worth 
or would sell for $250,000, possibly not-as much as 
a fifth of that, that the city got and now. retains 
the benefit of that came to her by means of there 
old bonds.

schools, streets, sanitary departinent, and every- 
thing else carried on and paid, for ‘the year, so 
nearly what is now mapped out, that practically 
no one would ever see any material differenne. Is 
P it not plain that there must be something artificial 

about this claim of immediate dangé@r or necessity 
in the matter of sewers? If the danger was ‘‘so 
urgent and so pressing” as‘to make the additional 
sewer work now clamored for “absolutely neves- 
sary’ to be done this year, don’t you know 
that the wise and able men at the head 
of our city government would kKeet 
enough of the ready cash they have thera 
under their thumb, in the city treasury to do the 
work with? The fact that these good men and 
true, do not «lo so, shows that the necessity does 
not crist tothe extent claimed. I have made this 
argument over and overagain, based not on what 
we merely want, but what we are able to pay for, 
and nobody has attempted to answer it. 

The proposition that one million one hundred 
and twenty-three thousand dollars of ready e¢ash 
on hand as income, is enough, out of which to 
carry on the sewer work, and you need not doubt 
that our able city government will make it do if 
you give them that for nothing more. 

Only if this effort to issue sewer bonds is reviv- 
ed, as it probably will be, let us vote it down, 

If we never had made that debt years ago, and 
had no interest to pay, we could do anything. And 
the most of it is thut the millions we have paid on 
the debt has gone off to the north and to Europe, 
where the bonds are held and never comes back, 
and is an absolute loss to the body politic. 

I had rather pay more taxes—much as I dislike 
taxes, and I bate taxes more than anything else, 
but debt—yes,1 had for one, rather pay more 
taxes and see it spent on sewers, andletthe money 
Stay here and our own people getit. It is no 
sufficient repiy that the New York money for 
which we sell the bonds comes here, because we 
immediately have to send back to New York the 
annual interest. When we pay foranything our- 
selves, it all stays here, principal and in- 
terest and nothing goes north. 

I have great respect for the opinions of those 
who differ with me on these important matters, 
particularly for the press. 

It is the great mass of people; those whose in- 
comes are small and who own their homes, that 
these enormous burdens of taxes aud assessments

Mr. Haas to Judge Hillyer. 

Eprrors Constirvtion: Judge Hillyer, in his 
article in las; évening’s Journal, does me injus- 
tice in accusing me of sinister motives in insinu- 
ating that I advocated the sewer extension only In 
a direction where I am personally interested. A 
one-sided accusation may do well enough for an 
ordinary citizen, but is searcely excuzable in a 
man who has occupied so high a position as Judge 
Hillyer. Alt is commonly’ supposed that a judge 
would weigh matters carefully before expressing 
so decided an opinion. If Judge Hillyer would 
take trouble to investigate, he could easily 
ascertain that I do not own one _ foot 
of property that would be directly or indirectly 
benefitted by the extensicn of the Loyd strect 
sewer with the possible exception of my residence 
lot, which in no way would be financially bene- 
fitted.. It is natural that the Loyd street sewer 
should receive so much attention from the council 
frofi the fact that it frains the most populous 
territory embracing the most valuable property 
in the city. Commencing and taking the sew- 
age from the Arlington hotel and 
DeGive’s opera house on Marietta street 
the Kimball house, all the valuable store§property 
from the corner of Peachtree and Marietta streets. 
The territory is bounded on the east “| Capitol 
avenue, onthe north as already stated, on the 
west by the Central railroad and on the southwest 
by McDaniel and the southern ‘city limits, in- 
cluding part of the sixth, all of the second, about 
half of the first and part of the third wards. 

The judge complains of inequalities in the 
present method of sewer assessment, whereas the 
judge drew ithe original amendment 
to the charter making the fixed 
charge $1.50 per lineal foot which was 
reduced by the legislature to ninety cents a foot. 
I want to state right here that | agreed with the

In my 
publie discussion with Judge Hillyer two years 
ago, I opposed his view of taxing the entire cost 
of this class of sewers to the abuttin ages rid 
but suggested the amount which Judge’ Hillyer 
the mean- 


afterwards adopted. — = 
time, trunk sewers were built for 
nothing, I was owerless to change it 
until the legislature had passed the amendment, 
which was introduced, at my instance, in Novem- 
$er, 188%, by the Hon. Frank P. Rice. The com- 
mittee on sewers passed up Judge Hillyer and Mr. 
DeGive's sewer in the early part of last summer, 
but owing to wet weather, and other sewers which 
were thought of greater importance, the contrac 

tor could not reach it until recentiy. 

Now, to the box sewer on Loyd street. I have 
been anxious to built it ever since I entered 
council, but as this amendment was con- 
templated and the abutting property was 
we!l able to stand the burden, it was 
thought best to pestpone building it 
until after the amendment had passed. To show 
that I was at least disinterested in this instance. 
It is the only property which the company that I 
represent owns, abutting on a gewer. 

S conclusion, if Judge Hillyer thinks there is 
so much profit in owning the “swamp lands,’ I 
would advise him to seil some of his non-taxable 
securities and investin them.
